that this ro o t is better than the carro t as a 
butler pro ducing fo o d. 
It is frequently said 
that large quantities o f parsnips are gro wn 
n tlie Island o f Jersey. 
Have any o f o ur 
American dairym en ever gro wn the ro o t o n a 
large scale? ” 
The sterility o f m any so ils is due mo re to 
their mechanical co nditio n, their texture and 
relatio ns to heat and mo isture, than to lack 
o f plant fo o d. 
Such so ils want am endm ent 
first and m anures ifterwards. 
So me so ils 
will give go o d returns to r manuring; o thers, 
itho ut irrigatio n o r amendment by draining, 
tillage, the use o f lime, marl o r m uck, etc., 
will no t. 
A fruit-gro wer repo its that, having an 
o rchard o f yo ung trees badly iufested with 
bark lice, he made a so lutio n o f sal so du— 
half a po und to a gallo n o f water—and ap­ 
plied it with a whitewash brush. In a week’s 
time the pests were all dead and washed o ff. 
The trees grew two feet a year afterw ard, and 
remained very healthy. 
In Tio ga Co unty, N. Y., Hungarian grass 
is largely gro wn as a summer fo o d fo r co ws 
and a supplem entary hay cro p. 
It is co nsid­ 
ered mo re succulent than millet, and co ws 
eat it with a relish. 
It is co nsidered better fo r 
pro ducing milk than timo thy hay, as co ws 
wil lincrease in m ilk o n go ing fro m tim o thy to 
Hungarian hav. 
Never whip a ho rse when it Is frightened 
o r nervo us, o r try to fo rce it up to the o b­ 
ject which has caused the alarm. 
To attem pt to impro ve scrub sto ck by se­ 
lecting and breeding is po o r eco no my.

A flag-stone floor with cemented joints is 
best for the dairy. 
Wooden floors are apt to 
rot out and brick floors absorb the spilled 
milk, soon becoming very offensive. If bricks 
are used the floor should be kept painted all 
the time, and even with this extra trouble it 
is not so good as flag-stone and cement. The 
flag stone underground is always easily kept 
cool, as a dairy floor should he. 
“ Manv dairy authorities," says the Rural 
Neir- Yorker, “ advise the growing of pars­ 
nips as a food for butter cows. 
Many claim 
that this root is better than the carrot as a 
butter producing food. 
It is frequently said 
that large quantities of parsnips tire grown 
on the Island of Jersey, 
llave any of our 
American dairymen ever grown the root on a 
large scale? ” 
The sterility of many soils is due more to 
their mechanical condition, their texture and 
relations to heat and moisture, titan to lack 
of plant food. 
Such soils want amendment 
first and manures afterwards» 
Rome soils 
will give good returns tor manuring; others, 
without irrigation or amendment by draining, 
tillage, the use of lime, marl or muck, etc., 
will not. 
A fruit grower repotts that, having an 
orchard of young trees badly iufested with 
bark lice, he made a solution of sal soda— 
half a pound to a gallon of water—and ap­ 
plied it with a whitewash brush. In a week’s 
time the pests were all dead and washed off. 
The trees grew two feet a year afterward, and 
remained very healthy. 
In Tioga County, N. Y., Hungarian grass 
is largely grown as a summer food for cows 
and a supplementary hay crop. 
It is consid­ 
ered more succulent than millet, and cows 
cat it with a relish. 
It is considered better for 
producing milk than timothy hay, as cows 
wil lincrease in milk on going from tim othy to 
Hungarian hay. 
Never whip a horse when it is frightened 
or nervous, or try to force it up to the ob­ 
ject which has caused the alarm. 
To attem pt to improve scrub stock by sc 
lecting and breeding is poor economy.

THE FIGHT AGA INS T WEMPL E A ND TABOR. 


Gov. Hill did not find ike smooth sailing 
for his ticket that he expected. 
W hen it be­ 
came known Monday night that the* New 
York Democrat* were prepared to tight the 
nomination of W emple and Tabor, the boast 
was sent forth from Syracuse that the diffi­ 
culty would tie settled outside of tile conven­ 
tion. 
But it was not settled. 
Yesterday, af­ 
ter John Ashe had nominated W emple for 
Comptroller, Norton Chase presented the 
name of Mayor Maher of Albany.

Chase said there w as “ a voice in the air de­ 
manding the nomination of a new ticket. 
Judge Clancy of New York warned the con­ 
vention to “ Look out! B ew are!” and de­ 
scribed Mr. Mailer a* one atrainst whom “ no 
man, no newspaper, can honestly say one 
word.”

“ ground swell of

opinion against the present Com ptroller,” 
and declared that “ the potential force of the 
press of the great metropolis Is united in sen­ 
timent in demanding a new man, whom even 
hi* enemies cannot censure or speak of with 
disapproval.” 
W hen the vote came to be 
taken, the Albany delegation, the DC Tam 
many votes and the JO County Democracy 
votes of New York were cast solidly for 
Maher. 
Ile received 115} votes, or nearly 
one third of the whole, Wemple receiving 
205. 
Tw o attem pts to make the vote for 
Wemple unanim ous failed through the unrc 
lenting opposition of New York. 
The nom i­ 
nation of T abor for Attorney General was 
opposed with equal energy, and John Foley 
of Saratoga was named as the depository of 
Metropolitan dissatisfaction. I’urroy of New 
York make a very strong speech against T a­ 
bor, declaring that “ that man is politically 
blind who docs not see that there is a strong 
feeling against the nomination 
of 
cer­ 
tain 
of 
our 
present 
state 
officials, 
and 
it 
would 
be 
foolish 
to 
jeopardise our success for the sake of any 
individual.” 
John 
F. M cIntyre of New 
York appealed to the convention to “ give us 
that man whom we can faithfully and hon­ 
estly M ipport.'’ 
The vote for Foley was 115 
and for Tabor 20<i 
No attempt was made iu 
the (ase of Tabor to make the vote unani­ 
mous. 
Thus W emple and Tabor go before the 
people repudiated by the entire Democratic 
party of New York. 
Tam many and the 
County Democracy, divided on everything 
else, are cordially agreed that these men are 
unfit for their plans. 
Their refusal to unite 
with the rest of the convention in making 
the vote unanimous after the nominations 
had been effected—a proceeding unheard of 
before in a Democratic convention—means 
that they will not gel their support at the 
polls. 
Possibly W emple and Tabor will de 
ride before the 5th of November that It is 
wirer to withdraw from the ticket than to lie 
buried under the indignation of the united 
New York Democracy and drag down the 
whole ticket with themselves.

A DEMOCRATIC OBJECTION. 
The Utica Observer discovers that John I. 
Gilbert is a religious bigot, and therefore un­ 
fit to be Secretary of State. The first count 
in the indictment is that he is a member of a 
Christiau church. The second is that he once 
made a speech in advocacy of Prohibition. 
The third is that he opposed the late “ free 
doom of worship bill,” a measure to place 
the religious services in the penal and charita­ 
ble institutions of the state under the control 
of a single sect. In these facta the Observer 
discovers that Mr. Gilbert is illilieral, narrow 
minded and bigoted, and therefore unfit to 
lake care of the records of the state. 
The Democratic idea of liberality and 
broad-mindedness is correctly presented here 
W hether it is gaining ground it is impossible 
ro determine at the present time. It appears 
to be that no man possessing certain views on 
religious and moral questions is worthy of 
the vote of any man who happens to differ 
with him on any of those questions. If Mr 
Gilbert is a Congregalionalist, then all voters 
not Congregationalists should repudiate him 
and vote for the man who has no religious 
convictions at nil. If he believes that Prohi 
bition is a belter means of regulating the 
liquor traffic than any other measure sug 
gested, then all temperance men who do not 
believe in Prohibition must reject him and 
vote for the advocate of free whisky. And if 
he is so illiberal as to insist that no particular 
sect shall have a monopoly of the religious 
services in our public institutions, then your 
truly broad-minded mail must go for the 
candidate who is willing to farm out all the 
religion in those establishments to the single 
sect that is willing to pay for the valuablo 
privilege with votes. 
This view of political liberality appears to 
prevail in Democratic practice. The Observer, 
which finds Mr. Gilbert so unfit,lias supported 
at two elections for Secretary of State Fred­ 
erick Cook, a brewer who drinks his own 
beer and has no religious convictions at all 
and hence is broad minded and liberal 
W hen Mr. Cook came into office he could 
not write the English language, and he spoke 
it with so much difficulty that he had to give 
up th$ effort to read the oath of office to 
another official who was to be sworn in. Mr. 
Cook’s liberality and breadth of mind appears 
still more conspicuously in his efforts to sub 
stitute the excise and Sunday arrangements 
of the European continent for those of New 
York, in which he is of course abetted by the 
whole Democratic party. 
But Mr. Cook 
need not be depended upon as the only 
instance that furnishes proof of Democratic 
broad-mindedness and liberality. The Ob 
server is going to throw up its bat for those 
badly-smirched officials W emple and Tabor, 
of whose unfitness we need produce no 
further proof than the speeches of the Tam ­ 
m any and County Democracy leaders in op­ 
position to their nomination. In spite of the 
conviction resting upon the minds of the peo­ 
ple that they are as unfit for those offices as 
their pals Bnaith and Andrews, Gor. Hill 
forced tbeir Dominations through because he 
did not dare to cast them out. Democratic 
liberality and broad-miodedness would fall 
below the old standard set up Id the days 
when Tweed was tbe master and Hill the pu­ 
pil, if it refused to support a thief for the 
mere reason that he was a convicted thief, or 
any sort of public criminal who bad shown 
skill in appropriating the money of the peo­ 
ple for the party’s benefit. 
The Democratic convention h as nominated 
a worthy gentleman in opposition to Mr. 
Hilbert. Both are graduates of colleges, well - 


trained lawyers, and have had abundant ex­ 
perience íd public life. We doubt whether 
there is a Republican newspaper in the state 
so mean and despicable as to imitate the Ob­ 
server’s course towards Mr. Gilbert in 
its treatment of Mr. Rice. 
The Demo 
eratic nomination for Secretary of State 
is an immense improvement upon any that it 
has made since 1881, but further down upon 
the ticket is abundant material for execra­ 
tion. Tabor and Wemple, staiued all over 
with the ceiling fraud, are set up for a vin­ 
dication, and Denis O’Brien is placed on tbe 
ticket as the representative of tbe whisky 
power. He is to receive votes for Judge in 
the highest tribunal in the state, though he is 
not even a lawyer, is destitute of education, 
and has always lieen a low-down, trafficking 
politician and one of David B. Hill’s most 
subservient tools. Yes, the Observer will 
support this ticket of smirched, guilty, in­ 
competent and in every way unworthy men, 
and characterize as illiberal and Darrow- 
mindcd tbe objectors who refuse to forgive a 
few public peculators. 


THE FIGHT AGAINST WEMPLE AND TABOR. 
Gov. Hill did not find the smooth sailing 
for bis ticket that lie expected. W hen it be­ 
came known Monday Diglit that the New 
York Democrats were prepared to fight the 
nomination of Wemple and Tabor, the boast 
was sent forth from Syracuse that the diffi­ 
culty would lie settled outside of the conven­ 
tion. But it was not settled. Yesterday, af­ 
ter John Aslic had nominated Wemple for 
Comptroller, Norton Chase presented the 
name of Mayor Maher of Albany. Mr. 
Chase said there was “a voice in the air de­ 
manding the nomination of a new ticket.” 
Judge Clancy of New York warned tbe con­ 
vention to “ Look out! B ew are!” and de­ 
scribed Mr. Maher as one against whom “no 
man, no newspaper, can honestly say one 
word.” Col. 
O’Byrne 
of New 
York 
spoke 
of 
a 
“ ground-swell of 
public 
opinion against the present Comptroller,’ 
and declared that “ the potential force of the 
press of the great metropolis is united in sen­ 
timent in demanding a new man, whom even 
his enemies cannot censure or speak of with 
disapproval.” When tbe vote came to Ik* 
taken, the Albany delegation, the 86 Tam 
many votes and the 36 County Democracy 
votes of New York were cast solidly for 
Maher. He received 115} votes, or nearly 
one-third of the whole, Wemple receivin 
265. Two attempts to make the vote for 
Wemple unanimous failed through the unrc 
lentiDg opposition of New York. The nonii 
nation of Tabor for Attorney General was 
opposed with equal energy, and John Foley 
of Saratoga was named as the depository of 
Metropolitan dissatisfaction. Purroy of New 
York make a very strong speech agaiust Ta 
bor, declaring that “ that man is politically 
blind who does not see that there is a strong 
feeling against the Domination of 
cer­ 
tain 
of 
our 
present 
state 
officials 
and 
it 
would 
be 
foolish 
to 
jeopardize our success for the sake of any 
individual.” 
John F. McIntyre of New 
York appealed to the convention to “give us 
that man whom we cau faithfully and hon­ 
estly support.” The vote for Foley was 115 
and for Tabor 266. No attempt was made in 
the case of Tabor to make the vote unani 
mous. 
Thus Wemple and Tabor go before the 
people repudiated by the entire Democratic 
party of New York. 
Tammany and the 
County Democracy, divided on everything 
else, are cordially agreed that these men are 
unfit for their places. Their refusal to unite 
with the rest of the convention in making 
the vote unanimous after the nominations 
had been effected—a proceeding unheard of 
before in a Democratic convention—means 
that they will not get their support at the 
polls. Possibly Wemple and Tabor will de 
cide before the 5th of Novemlier that It is 
wiser to withdraw from tbe ticket than to be 
buried under the indignation of the united 
New York Democracy and drag down the 
whole ticket with themselves. 


JONES’S PUNGENT ORATORY. 
“ Jones of Binghamton ” was made Chair 
man of Mr. Ilill’s W hisky Convention yes 
tcrday, and opened the proceedings with n 
speech so full of happy hits at the order of 
things around him, as to suggest that lie has 
not yet quite got rid of the Republicanism 
that be tried to leave behind in Massachu 
setts. Thus his endorsement of Mr. Cleve 
land’s administration covered three years o 
His ex-Excellency’s term. “ The history of 
our government,” said Jones, “ does not 
record a more successful administration than 
that from 1885 to 1888.” 
W hat Jones 
thought about Cleveland’s last year is to be 
inferred from the remark that had the party 
been content to go before the people on the 
prestige 
of

administration, 
could

have 
been 
defeated, 
was 
that 
free 
trade 
message, 
Mr 
Jones believes, which did the mischief, and 
hence the year in which that message played 
its part in national politics is not approved 
In another place tbe Lieuteuant Governor 
declared his hope that the next Legislature 
will be Democratic because the “ legislative 
dishonesty and extravagance” of the last 
Legislature “ will never be forgotten so long 
as tbe panels of the ceiling of the Assembly 
chamber (a pall of falsehood and fraud,) are 
suspended over the heads of our Legislators, 
an object lesson as enduring as papier 
mache.” This remark caused the delegates 
to turn and cast surprised and inquiring looks 
at each other. They had been sent there to 
vote for Wemple and Tabor, afterthe Repub­ 
licans had cast out and sentenced to remain 
at home every member of the Legislature of 
their party who had been in any way identi­ 
fied with the ceiling scandal. 
But Jones’s loftiest flight was when he 
reached for the Governor. Referring to last 
fall’s campaign he said: “ Wherever the con­ 
flict raged the fiercest, there rode a gallant 
knight who bore his banner far above the 
heads of the surging masses of the combat­ 
ants, on the one side of which were embla­ 
zoned the arms of the state of New York, 
with the motto ‘Excelsior;’ on the reverse the 
name of our honored leader, beneath which 
was the legend; ‘la m a Democrat.’” This 
broad allusion to the Governor’s equestrian 
accomplishments sent a smile around the 
hall.

W hen the Democralic 
party really wants a knight to ride in respect­ 
able form at tbe head of the procession, it 
will not select Mr. Hill. He could un­ 
doubtedly sit safely astride a well filled bar­ 
rel, bearing aloft the bauner of “ Free 
W hisky and No Sabbath," but such an ex. 
hibition is superfluous.

Todd, of A m ­ 
herst College, has been appointed to the 
charge of the expedition, and up to the pres­ 
ent lim e the follow ing nam ed scientists have 
been appointed to accom pany him ; P rofes­ 
sor Agassiz, of H arv ard M ilrine Zoology; 
Professor F . H. B igelow , of W ashington, as­ 
sistant; P rofessor Elien Luom is and W . Ilar- 
vey l.io w n , o f ‘m e N ational M useum, assist­ 
ants to I)r. W . H olland, naturalist of tiie ex­ 
pedition; C. A. O rr, of C lark U niversity, 
anthropology, and TEeli C hatclain, interpreter 
I he expedition w ill sail from the New-Y ork 
N avy i ard in the U nited States steam er P en ­ 
sacola, one of the w ooden vessels of the 
N avy w hich hits ju st been refitted at the N o r­ 
folk N avy Y ard. 
T h e Pensacola is well 
adapted for the purposes of the expedition,

A fter B utler had been defeated by the C on­ 
federates at B erm uda H undred we had fallen 
hack in the breastw orks. 
T hese we w ere 
strengthening in order to m ake an im p reg ­ 
nable line against the enem y. 
A council of 
w ar was held w ithin our battery by B utler 
and several other Generals. 
B utler had been 
reading the New- York Herald. 
VVTiile ta lk ­ 
ing he laid it dow n, and the w iud carrying it 
to one side I slipped around th at way and 
took possession of it. 
T he aids saw m e and 
w ere im m ensely tickled to see the G eneral 
lose his favorite new spaper. 
A fter the coun­ 
cil had ended B utler w ith his staff, orderlies 
and body-guard, started out on a tour of ob ­ 
servation. 
T hey were near the outer picket 
ins^w hen the enem y opened fire upon them . 
G eneral B utler w as taken by surprise. 
I 
don’t mean to say th at he was scared, hu t he 
certainly couldn’t have got aw ay from there 
livelier if lie had been the biggest cow ard on 
earth. 
R un! well, you should have seen him 
spur th at horse. 
T h e aids and orderlies tried 
hard to keep near him , h u t B utler had too 
good a horse for them , and left them far in 
the rear. 
H e never drew rein until he liad 
reached our battery of heavy guus w hich he 
knew w ere out of range. 
It w as a laughable 
sight for the artillerym en, and we couldn’t 
refrain from saying: 
“ See them run! See

A t the m eeting of the Board of Health 
this 
afternoon 
the following 
com m uni­ 
cation from the State Board of Health in re­ 
lation to sewage of the First W ard sewers 
running into the Esopus Creek was submitted; 
Albant, October 1, lSso. 
To th e Presid en t o f th e Bo a rd o f Hea lth o f Kin g s­ 
to n , N. Y.: 
Sir—I have the honor to transmit you a copy of 
the report of Professor C. C. Brown un the subject 
of Kingston sewerage into the ICscpus Creek , anti 
the resolution adopted by the State Board of Health 
thereon at its meeting held in New-York l ity on Sep­ 
tember 88,18id), as follows: 
Reso lved , That tbe State Board of Health with Its 
present information and acting from 
a sanitary 
point of view recommends that the sew age of Kings­ 
ton should tie discharged into Kondout Creek instead 
of Ksopua Creek , and that before being discharged 
it should be purified. Very respectfully, your obe­ 
dient servant,

T he rhpoH of Civil Engineer C C. Brown 
gives a synopsis of an inspection of the Fso- 
pus and Rondout creek s, and the analysis 
made by Professor Willis G. T uck er of four 
samples of water. 
No. 1 was tak en above 
Kingston: No. 2, 400 feet below the outlet 
of Tannery Brook ; No. 3. at.the entrance of 
the creek into the mill-pond at Saugerties; 
No. 4 in the same, pond just altovo the dam. 
Professor Tuck er, in his analysis, say*' 
“ The color, appearance aud odor of these 
waters are good. 
Chlorine is low in all. 
Ox ygen absorbed from perm anganate also 
low for surface waters. 
Free ammonia q uite 
low ex cept in No. 3, in which it is ex cessive. 
Albuminoid ammonia is highest in No. 1, 
but fairly low in all. 
Total solids low in all 
and behavior during ignition satifactory. 
W ith tbe ex ception of No. 3, in which the 
free am m onia is in ex ces*. these waters may 
be considered fairly satisfactory. 
No. 4 
shows the least evidence of pollution, and 
the nex t best in most respects is No. 1. 
No. 
2 contains decided traces of nitrites, and iu 
No. 3 the free ammonia is in ex cess as stated. 
The album inoid ammonia is not as high, how­ 
ever, as in No. 1. 
These w aters doubtless all 
contain some sewage, but ii is largely di­ 
luted.” 
L ater on thee Engineer 
reported 
that 
U ptown has an outlet at a “ reasonable ex ­ 
pense for all or nearly all its sewage into the 
Rondout C reek .” 
After telling of his in­ 
spection of the Rondout Creek lie added ; “ It 
will be necessary to prevent the introduction 
of more raw sewage into the stream [the 
Hudson River], 
T o enable its use to be con­ 
tinued. therefore, it will be advisable to puri­ 
fy the sewage of Kingston before perm itting 
its discharge into Rondout Creek .” 
In closing he reported ; “ It follows that the 
ex tent of the sewerage system tributary to 
Esopus Creek should be the smallest possible 
preferably not more than over the First 
W ard now under contract, and such small 
portions on Tannery Brook and on tbe up 
per side of it as cannot be conveniently turned 
the other way. 
It is possible to turn the 
main sewer of the first drainage district car­ 
rying practically all the sewage from that 
district ex iept that from the portion now 
constructing down Jacob’s Valley, the bead 
of which cross and thence to Rondout Creek . 
This, with the other outlets constructed or 
proposed; would mak e four outlets into Ron­ 
dout 
Creek 
and 
would 
necessitate 
that the sewage he emptied into tbe Rondout 
Creek . 
The First W ard sewers are half completed. 
The City is bound by contract to complete 
the other half. 
The grade of these sewers, 
as arrauged, is to run the sewage into the 
Esopus Creik .

lation to sewage of the First Ward sewers 
ruuning into the Esopus Creek was submitted: 
Alba NT, October 1, 1889. 
To the President of the Board of Health of Kings­ 
ton, X. Y.: 
Sir—I have the honor to transmit you a copy of 
the report of Professor C. C. Brown on the subject 
of Kingston sewerage into the Esopus Creek, and 
the resolution adopted by the State Board of Health 
thereon at its meeting held in New-York t ity on Sep­ 
tember 88,1889, as follows: 
Resolved, That tbe State Board of Health with Its 
present information and acting from a sanitary 
point of view recommends that the sewage of Kings­ 
ton should tie discharged into R o n d o u t Creek instead 
of Esopus Creek, and that before being discharged 
it should be purified. Very respectfully, your cbe* 
dieut servaut, 
1 kwis Balch, Secretary. 
The rfpoR of Civil Engineer C¡ C- Brown 
gives a synopsis of an inspection of the B?o- 
pus and Rondout creeks, and the analysis 
made by Professor Willis G. Tucker of four 
samples of water. 
No. 1 was taken above 
Kingston: No. 2, 400 feet below the outlet 
of Tannery Brook; No. 3. at.the entrance of 
the creek into the mill-pond at Saugerties; 
No. 4; in the same pond jurt above the dam. 
Professor Tucker, in his analysis, say ; 
“ The color, appearance aud odor of these 
waters are good. 
Chlorine is low in all. 
Oxygen absorbed from permanganate also 
low for surface waters. 
Free ammonia quite 
low except in No. 3, in which it is excessive. 
Albuminoid ammonia is highest iu No. 1, 
but fairly low in all. 
Total solids low in all 
and behavior during ignition satifactory. 
With the exception of No. 3, in which the 
free ammonia is in excess, these waters may 
be considered fairly satisfactory. 
No. 4 
shows the least evidence of pollution, and 
the next best in most respects is No. 1. 
No. 
2 contains decided traces of nitrites, and iu 
No. 3 the free ammonia is in excess as stated. 
The albuminoid ammonia is not as high, how­ 
ever, as in No. 1. 
T h ese waters doubtless all 
contain some sewage, but it is largely di 
luted." 
Utter on the* Engineer 
reported 
that 
Uptown has an outlet at a “ reasonable ex­ 
pense for all or nearly all its sewage into the 
Rondout Creek.” 
After telling of his 
speetionof the Rondout Creek he added : “ It 
will he necessary to prevent the introduction 
of more raw sewage into the stream [the 
Hudson River]. 
To enable its use to be con 
tinued, therefore, it will he advisable toyuri 
fy the sewage of Kingston before permitting 
its discharge into Rondout Creek.” 
In closinshe reportt d : “ It follows that the 
extent of the sewerage system tributary to 
Esopus Creek should he the smallest possible 
preferably not more than over the First 
Ward now under contract, and such small 
portions on Tannery Brook and or. the up 
per side of it as cannot be conveniently turned 
the other way. 
It is possible to turn the 
main sewer of the first drainage district car­ 
rying practically all the sewage from that 
district except that from the portion now 
constructing down Jacob’s Valley, the head 
of which cross and thence to Rondout (’reek 
This, with the other outlets constructed or 
proposed; would make four outlets into Ron- 
dout 
Creek 
and 
would 
necessitate 
that the sewage be emptied into the Rondout 
Creek. 
The First Ward sewers are half completed. 
The City is bound by contract to complete 
the other half. 
The grade of these sewers, 
as arranged, is to run the sewage into the 
Esopua Creek.
